MEETING AND WE HAD CALIBRATION NIGHT. PERHAPS 
WE SHOULD DO THAT AGAIN. HOW ABOUT A READER 
CONTRIBUTING AN ARTICLE ON HOW TO CALIBRATE 
COUNTERS TO WWV. J HAVE AN ANCIENT WWV 
RECEIVER BY SPECIFIC PRODUCTS WITH A TINY CRT 
IN IT. DOES ANYONE KNOW HOW TO USE IT FOR 
CALIBRATING EXTERNAL STANDARDS? MAYBE WE NEED
